Be respectful when trying 
to help survivors of child _ 


sexual abuse

One out of five women and one`out of seven 
men experienced at least one incident of sexual 
assault as a child. For some, the effects of those 
childhood incidents have trailed them for years. 

Friends or family members who learn of a 
child abuse survivor's experience may be eager 
to help them or to guide them toward help, but 
those impulses should be tempered by respect 
for the survivor's wishes, says Ann Elliott, a psy- 
chology professor at Radford University. "Don't 
go in with pre-conceived notions about what 
they need,” she says. "Instead, listen and find 
out what they need or want. Some may want to 
talk about it, while others may not: Some may 
prefer to talk about it with friends or family, 
while others may prefer to talk about it with a 
counselor." 
Understanding the effects of child sexual 


| abuse can help both former victims and their 


friends and families, 
Just as the circumstances of'sexual assault 
ary greatly, there is a highly diverse set of 
esponses by victims, says Elliott. "Some experi-

* sexual dysfunction 
* pattern of becoming a victim in abusive rela-

One important factor in determining whether 
a child who is abused develops such symptoms is 


the strength of the child's social support system. ` 


Are, there, adults who. reinforce the child's self 
worth and make him or her feel safe? The term 
"social support system," says Elliott, has a broad 
definition. "It could mean a parent, -another 
friend or relative, a teacher, or another positive 
adult." 

` Of all the possible symptoms, "none occur in 
more than 20-30 percent of victims," says Elliott, 
“except PTSD, which occurs in approximately 50 
percent." Of course, she adds, exhibiting these 
symptoms doesn't necessarily signal a history-of 
sexual abuse. For example, depression can have

yet 80-90 percent of perpetrators are men. The 
best estimates suggest that only 20-30 percent of 
perpetrators have a history of sexual abuse." 
Many adult survivors who struggle with the 
effects of abuse do not seek help for their prob- 
lems. Often this is because of trust issues, says 
Van Patten: "By definition, therapy is an inti- 
mate, though non-sexual, relationship." Other 
obstacles to seeking help may be victims' fear of 
being disbelieved or fear that they are not "wor- 
thy." Realizing that their reluttance to seek help 
stems from the very abuse that caused their 
problems may help adults decide to take the first 
difficult step toward support. e / 
When a survivor does decide to seek help, aN 
ing the right kind is important. "Help is avail- 
able through both public and. private sector@) 
providers,’ says Van Patten, "and ina variety of 
formats, from support groups to intense individ- 
ual psychotherapy." The private sector, he says, 
offers more choices but is also more costly. Some 
health insurance plans will cover a. portion of 
counseling costs. Community service agencies 
usually offer "young, enthusiastic clinicians with 
less experience, but they are substantially less 
expensive," says Van Patten. $ 
‘The search can begin with contacting a com- 
munity service board or a local women's shelter.@ 
For private clinicians the yellow pages, a family 
doctor, or word of mouth recommendations can 
yield good results. Recommendations from mem- 
bers of a support group can be especially helpful. 
In choosing a therapist, Van Patten -encour- 
es taking a consumerist approach. "Have an 
initial meeting with the therapist to try them 
out,” he says. "Many private clinicians will agree

meeting. Respect your own gut feeling about a 
therapist. If you get a ‘bad vibe' from the first . 
meeting it probably won't get better. This is your 
therapy, so don't worry about hurting anyone's 
feelings. Just say no thanks’ and move on to the 
hext one. But don't quit trying until you find a 
good fit." Elliott adds that a therapist who spe- 
cializes in or has extensive experience with sex- 
ual victimization is oftep the best choice. 
People need not envisiorha counseling experi: 
ence involving a couch and extensive Freudian® 
psychoanalysis. Elliott ‘says through cognitive”. 
behavior therapy, abuse survivors can’ improve 
their symptoms by learning to think about 
„themselves in new ways. They can also learn to 
see the abuse intheir past from a new perspec- 
tive. "A person may be thinking, “This horrible 
thing happened to me, so I'm a damaged-person, , 


. unworthy of respect,’ but they can learn to think, 


‘Okay, this horrible thing happened. But the fact 
that it happened doesn't mean I'm a bad person.’ 
‘They can learn to take control of their thoughts 
and feelings about the abuse instead of the 
abuse controlling them," ghe says. ` 
Learning these skills usitylly takes the help of 
a therapist and practice pn the part of the client,

on his aerial photographs, 
determined the highest wind in 


=a tornado would be just over 


800 mph. 

Fujita's scale correlates dam- 
age with wind speeds by rank- 
ing the tornado from zero to 
six. An F1 tornado, for exam- 
ple, has winds ranging from 73 
to 112 mph and will cause mod- 
erate damage. Mobile homes 
will be knocked off their foun- 
dations, trees will be uprooted 
and moving cars will be pushed 
off the road. By the way, an F1 
tornado is the most common 
tornado in Florida. 

On the other hand, an F3 
tornado packs winds of 158 to 
206 mph and will cause severe 
damage to any structure. F3 
tornadoes will knock down 
walls, lift heavy objects off the 

* ground and destroy metal and 
masonry structures. 

While his tornado scale is 
important, Fujita’s most signif- 
icant discovery may be some- 
thing called a downburst.

Unraveling the mystery of severe storms 


In 1945, as an assistant pro- ` 


fessor of physics at Japan’s 
Meiji College of Technology, 
Fujita studied the nuclear 
blasts at Nagasaki and 
Hiroshima. He noticed the 
bombs created a unique dam- 
age pattern, similar to a star- 
burst. 

Nearly 30 years later Fujita 
saw that same pattern in the 
fields over Ohio. He realized 
that starburst damage pattern 
was created by a powerful 
downdraft of air from the thun- 
derstorm, a downdraft that hit 
the Øround at very high spéeds 
and spread out in every direction. 

Fujita called his discovery a 
downburst. At first, other 
researchers were skeptical. To 
prove his theory, Fujita set up a 
year-long research project near 
Chicago: It took less than two 
months to confirm his theory. 
He detected 50 downbursts in 
42 days. 

Fujita's discoveries helped 
architects and engineers design 
and build homes more resistant 
to high winds. He's made air 
travel safer too. Special instru- 
ments have been set up at all 
major airports to detect down- 
bursts. 

T. Theodore Fujita was near- 
ly 80 years old when he died in 
1998. Fujita håd never retired 
from his life long work. *T 
to find ways to protect people 
against the wind,” Fujita told 
an interviewer in 1994. S

Taking advantage of low 
water . levels in Lake 
Okeechobee, the South 
Florida Water Management 
District is in the process of 
burning about 5,000 acres of 
torpedo grass and dead 
melaleuca trees in the 
Moore Haven area. The 
burning began last month. 

A fire “prescription” has 
been issued by the Florida 
Division of Foréstry that 
will allow the area to be 
burned in order to reduce 
the biomass of torpedo grass 
and dead melaleuca trees so 
that herbicide treatments 
planned for later in the 
summer will be more effec- 
tive. The prescribed burn 
also is expected to reduce 
the amount of dead plant 
material that can fuel wild- 
fires in the Lake 
Okeechobee marsh. 
Water Management District 
believes this will- enhance
